’ MORE ASSASSINATION 
# June 18. 

‘Shanghai has been grievously shocked dur- 
ing the past few days, firstly, by the murder 
of Mr. R, d’Auxion de Ruffé, and secondly, 
by the slaying of Mr. Chikayuki Akagi, 
Special Deputy Commissioner of Police, who 
met his death at the hands of Chinese 
assassins yesterday morning in the Western 
Special Area. What lies behind the killing 
of Mr. de Rufté is not at present known, and 
until investigations have been completed it 
is, perhaps, just as well to suspend judgment 
‘as to the reasons for it. But in the case 
of Mr. Akagi, his nationality leaves no room 
for doubt that his assassination was for 
political motives, or as to the people behind 
it, Mr, Akagi, met his.end as a very brave 
man. ‘Though’ wounded in the head he dis- 
mounted from his motor car and sought to 
ive battle to his assailants, and it was not 
Until he received a bullet wound in the 
abdomen that he reentered his car and 
directed his chauffeur to drive him to the 
Country Hospital. He died within a very 
short while. Fortunately one of the mur- 
derers was captured by the prompt action 
of Mr. Sharrock of the Western Special 
Police Force, 

‘This may mean that more definite informa- 
‘tion, will be made available concerning those 
who are responsible for carrying on at least 
fone side of the campaign of assassination 
which, unfortunately appears to have been 
resumed again, after a period of quiescence. 
It is not the first time-that this journal has 
had to deplore these repeated assassinations, 
or to condemn those who are responsible not 
only for the actual slaying, but those whose 
guilt is all the greater as inspirers of these 
erimes., Nothing can be more foolish than 
to believe that the murdering of an individual 
ean advance any cause, and with regard to 
the murder of Mr. Akagi the crime seems 
‘8 completely senseless one devoid of any real 
purpose whatever. It has been reported that 
the captured man alleges that he was sent 
into the Shanghai area with instructions to 
shoot any Japanese he met. 

If that story is trué nothing could be more 
futile. ‘The assassins apparently knew no 
more than that they were to murder a 
Japanese. Apparently the Western Special 
‘Area was chosen for the scene of this attempt 
in the belief that it was easier to commit the 
crime and make an escape. But conditions 
in that area have changed during the past 
few months, and the efficient work of the 
police has led to a capture being effected. If 
this assassination was designed as a blow 
inst -the Japanese ib is stupid in the 
extreme. All the assassinations which have 
taken place during the past four years on one 
side or the other have completely fatled to 
change the manner in which the history of 
this country, is developing. The fact that 
Mr, Akagi ‘was a Special Deputy Commis- 
stoner of the Shanghai Municipal Police may, 
or may not have had anything to do with 
this attack upon him. But whether that is 
the case or not those behind this murder 
must surely know that there are plenty of 
courageous Japanese who will take up his 
work where he has been compelled to lay 
it down, 

Brave men are not deterred from doing 
what they conceive to be their duty by these 
acts of terrorism. That applies with equal 
force no matter what political question is at 
Issue, and it does not matter whether a mur- 
der is aimed against Chungking or Nanking, 
there is not one up to the present which 
has had any effect whatsoever than to arouse 
the great disgust of those who realize that 
nothing is ever settled by such unlawful 
proceedings. For the rest it remains to be 
said that Mr. Akagi proved himself a most 
efficient officer of the Municipal Police. He 
was well liked by his colleagues as a man 
‘of charming personality, and there will be 
‘grief in the force over his untimely death. 
To his widow the sincerest condolences are 
extended in her tragic bereavement in which 
save for exceptional luck she also might 
have been involved. For those responsible 
for this most disgraceful affair there can 
‘be nothing but the completest condemnation; 
it marks an irresponsibility entirely out of 
Keeping with the commonly accepted charac- 
ters of men who claim the right to govern- 
ment, 


OFFENSIVE IN LIBYA 


+ June 19. 

‘The fact that General Sir Archibald Wavell 
has been able to resume the initiative in 
Libya, while using fairly substantial forces 
in Sytio, and some troops still in “Abyssinia, 
suggests that during the recent months -of 
‘comparative quietness the process of streng- 
thening the troops at his disposal has been 
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continued until it is. believed his resources 
are adequate for the future. Thus from 
Great Britain, from the United States, India 
‘and Australia it has been possible to send 
forward men and material despite the Ger- 
man attempted blockade. ‘The opening of 
an .offensive in the Fort Capuzzo-Sollum- 
‘Halfaya Pass area may, or may not mean a 
‘great deal. It will be remembered that when 
he commenced his offensive against Cyrenaica 
last December, General Wavell originally only 
‘contemplated a raid, That, however, proved 
so successful that following his policy of 
driving after the enemy once he has got them 
on the run, he went after the retreating 
Italians who were very speedily thrown out 
‘of Cyrenaica. Considerable losses were in- 
fiicted upon them by inferior British forces, 
‘and Italian military prestige suffered a most 
‘smashing blow. 

‘With a considerable stiffening of- German 
troops, which it was possible to ship across 
the narrowest part of the Mediterranean,— 
though not without considerable loss,—the 
Italians were able to move against the British 
in light occupation of the captured province, 
‘and General Wavell very wisely withdrew 
before superior strength until the combined 
Italian and German troops occupied approxi- 
mately the same position as that held by 
‘Marshal Graziani when the British first com- 
menced their offensive. In the withdrawal 
General Wavell left a substantial force in 
Tobruk, and though the enemy has sought 
frantically to reduce that important station 
on their flank they have signally failed, and 
it is possible that the garrison in Tobruk 
may play an important part in the present. 
‘action if it is continued, for it commands the 
‘enemy supply route close to the coast. ‘The 
news that the enemy is rushing reinforce- 
ments from Tobruk to the scene of the pre- 
sent fighting may eventually mean that the 
British will be able to sally out of the 
beleaguered town, in which event the situs 
tion of the German and Italian troops east 
of that point may become unenviable, 

In connection with this new development. 
the antics of the German propagandists are 
not without interest. In Berlin a military 
spokesman alleged ‘that the British had 
thrown “enormous forces” into the battle of 
the western desert, suggesting that General 
Wavell may have launched an attempt to 
recapture Cyrenaica. The allegation con- 
cerning the enormous forces is designed to 
play two different réles. Should the enemy 
be able to hold up the British advance it will 
be hailed as a striking victory over superior 
strength. Should they fail to do so the 
alleged greater numbers of the British will 
be pleaded in excuse. It is by no means 
a new trick, but is quickly recognized as 
laying the groundwork for claims, or ex- 
lanations when such come to be made. 

It is much too early to endeavour to sug- 
gest what will be the outcome of this cla 
Nevertheless it may be taken for granted that 
General Wavell has not commenced his on- 
slaught without some very definite object in 
view. ‘That may not be so much the occupa- 
tion of more territory as bringing the enemy 
to action. It has been pointed out that if 
desert warfare there is a great similarity 
with the conduct of hostilities on the sea. 
In both eases the main objective must be the 
bringing of the enemy to an engagement, and 
if possible destroying him, and within ‘very 
well defined limits the occupation, or re 
Linguishment .of territory is of secondary 
importance. The feature of the attack on 
Libya last December was not the capture of 
the province of Cyrenaica, but the destruc- 
tion of the Italian armies which was a sub- 
stantial victory for the British and Allied 
forces. The important point in connection 
with this present offensive is that, as last 
year, without saying a great deal about it, 
the British have succeeded in strengthening 
the forces in the Near and Middle East with 
the result that the command has been able 
to resume the initiative, and even to fight 
‘on two fronts. Should General Wavell 
succeed in driving the enemy back into 
Cyrenaica he will considerably have strength- 
ened his position, rounding out the benefits 
to be expected from a complete occupation 
of Syria, which would greatly offset the 
German occupation of Crete. 





























ANTLSPITTING BYE-LAW 
June 19. 

‘The fact that the Consular Body has 
approved of the important changes in the 
Bye-laws approved by the ratepayers at the 
Jast annual general meeting including a 
provision against spitting reads interestingly 
in view of the news from Hongkong where 
efforts are being made to deal with the same 
evil, There an anti-spitting law has been 
passed, and, according to the last mail, two 
prosecutions have resulted in the defendants. 
being fined. There was a third case in which 
a Chinese was summoned for spitting inside 
the Victoria Barracks, but, as it was held 
that this was military ground to which the 
public did not have access, and was con- 
sequently not a public place within the 
‘meaning of the law, the defendant was dis- 
charged. Following’ the first case the Hong- 








inst others who disregarded the law and 
idulged in this disgusting habit, It is 
‘apparent that the Hongkong authorities con- 
sider that the best educational method of 
dealing with this very serious evil is through 
the Courts, and there will be doubtless many 
who will agree. 

It has been thought in some quarters that 
the same end would best be served in Shang- 
hai by following the method of teaching the 
evils of spitting, but refraining, at, any rate 
for the time being, from applying to the 
Courts to secure punishment of offenders. 
There is much to be said for the contention 
that to follow a policy of punishing offending 
Chinese for indulging in what is almost a 
traditional practice, of the dangers of which 
so many are ill-informed, or not at all, might 
very well be regarded as too arbitrary. But 
against this must be advanced the argument 
that the dangers from spitting are so great, 
threatening everyone in Shanghai, that firm- 
ness of action is required immediately, and 
the offending Chinese should have brought 
home to them through their pockets the 
iniquity and danger of this loathesome 
practice. 

Very much excellent work is being done 
by antituberculosis organizations for 1 
relief of the suffering. But is that sufficient? 
‘The enswer undoubtedly is that, if the evil 
is to be struck at its very root, the practice 
of spitting must be stamped out, and that 
as quickly as possible. ‘All that is being 
done at the present mind is to care for and 
endeavour to cure those who have contracted. 
the disease, but that is very much like 
shutting the stable door after the horse has 
gone, The spread of tuberculosis is definitely 
attributed to spitting as one of the mi 
factors. There are of course others with 
which it is not too easy to deal such as over- 
crowding and the like, but with regard to 
spitting the necessary legal machinery is in 
existence, and it is claimed should be avuiled 
of. 

It is not to be believed that prosecutions 
would quickly eradicate. the evil_practice. 
That it is admitted will (ake considerable 
time, but it will undoubtedly be shortened 
if potential offenders are brought to a res 
alization of the fact that punishment can 
and will be meted out, Publicity may have 
some effect. ‘There is reason to believe that 
posters dealing with the fly menace have 
been successful in the past, and there is 
little doubt that very many Chinese are 
“fy-conscious” as they never were before. 
But spitting is so much a human habit, so 
thoughtlessly indulged in, that it needs to 
be brought home to the people who fail to 
realize the danger of the practice,—and there 
‘are countless thousands to whom that sub- 
Ject consists of nothing but mere words, 
that punishment awaits offences in the future, 
Hongkong seems to have embarked upon a 























| policy which will be followed by much in- 


terest in the Far East. If it can be shown 
that the spitting menace has been brought 
quickly under control by prosecuting and 
fining offenders, then the last argument 
against the adoption of similar methods in 
Shanghai will, have disappeared. Never- 
theless it is satisfactory to note that anti- 
spitting legislation has ‘now been approved, 
and it is to be hoped that should the Hong: 
kong method prove efficacious the authorities 
in Shanghai wil) not be slow {o follow suit. 

















GERMANY AND TURKEY: 
Tune 20. 

‘The signature of a friendshp pact between’ 
Germany and Turkey was not unexpected. 
For weeks past it was clear that some change 
in the relations between the two countries 
would come about, and, now it has come, 
It is not so important, or so far-reaching as 
was originally feared. Added to the pact 
fare declarations avhich may prove more in= 
teresting than the main document itself, for 
in them the two nations: declare they’ will 
cease hostile press, radio and propaganda 
activities, which will probably mean that while 
the Turkish press and radio will not abandon 
thelr liking for Great Britain, they will re~ 
frain from criticising the Germans. Herr yon. 
Papen has not succeeded in all that he set 
out to secure. Political penetration in Tux= 
key has not proved effective mainly because 
of the vigilance of the Turkish Government, 
‘The pact providing for mulual respect of 
territorial integrity will probably be inter~ 
preted as accepting the possibility of Turkey 
refusing the passage of men or material 
through her lands for the purpose of attack~ 
ing Great Britain, and the general interpreta 
tion of this latest development is that Turkey 
desires 10 remain on the best possible terms 
with everyone engaged in this conflict. 

That is to be understood. After the fall 
of France the Turkish position was weakened, 
for it was from that country that Turkey 
obtained her war material, ‘Then with the 
overwhelming of Yugoslavia and Greece it 
became possible to apply increased pressure 
upon Turkey to bring her" into line with the 
Axis. She was not able to obtain support 
from Russia, or even encouragement, and 
the fact that the Turkish statesmen’ have 
managed to limit the terms of the pact in 
the manner they have is clear evidence of

their adroitness and refusal to go all the 
way with the Germans. ‘There is nothing 
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fn it which could not be accepted by 
any nation desiring to remain at peace with 
another, and the opinion expressed by 
Reuter's diplomatic correspondent, that it 
will not destroy Turkey's friendship for 
Britain, nor involve Turkey in any course 
which ‘would embarrass Britain, is in all 
probability correct. 

Much, of course, depends upon the degree 
of good faith with which Germany has en- 
‘tered into this understanding. Inthe light 
fof all that has gone before, it will not be 
astonishing if the Turks regard the pact with 
a high degree of enlightened eynicism, for 
it is quite obvious that Germany was in- 
spired throughout entirely in her own in- 
terests, and was in fact making no real con- 
tribution to stabilization which of course will 
remain impossible until this war is concluded. 
Perhaps the greatest significance of this last 
development is with regard to Russia. The 
pact is in fact a warning to the Soviet that 
“Germany is now able to pay full attention to 
4, thatthe probability of Germany and 
‘Turkey becoming embroiled has for the mo~ 
ment been relegated to the background, and 
‘an opportunity afforded for Hitler to bring 
the greatest possible pressure to bear upon 
the Kremlin, 

Viewed in the light of the German con~ 
centrations in Finland, and along the Ger- 
man-Russian borders from the Baltic to the 
Black Sea the pact may be regarded as 
clearing the ground for the next German 
step vis-i-vis of Russia. ‘The chances are! 
that in the near future “Hitler will proceed 
‘with the development of the policy he laid 
down in “Mein Kampf," namely, to en- 
@eavour to secure Russian food and oll sup~ 
plies by the soizure of the Ukraine and the 
Caucasus. “Tt would be foolish in the ex- 
treme to think for one moment that he has 
ever abandoned that idea, and the growing 
seareity in Germany and ‘the lands she has 
overrun makes it imperative for Hitler, now 
‘that he realizes he is faced with a lengthy 
‘war, to make sure of those supplies without 
which he cannot long continue to fight. That 
Germany will seek to make much political 
capital out of the signing of this pact may 
bbe taken for granted, but, rightly regarded, 
it fs no more than another step towards the 
achievement of Hitler's plans with regard to 
‘the Soviet, which despite the manner in 
‘which It has proceeded hand in hand with the 
Nazis for the past two years stands in. great 
danger of ultimate betrayal and that ia the 
not too distant future. The only matter for

THE GERMAN PROTEST 
June 20. 

While it is not clear what the “necessary 
measures” which the German Government 
announces it is taking as retaliation against 
the action of the United States in freezing 
German funds in that country, the prob- 
abilities are that Berlin will do precisely 
what Washington has done. It is important 
to note, however, the possibility that Berlin 
may go further ‘than merely immobilizing 
American funds in Gormany, and may pro~ 
ceed to their confiscation. “There a great 
deal depends upon the amounts at issue in 
the two countries, for if the United States 
have immobilized more substantial sums than 
Germany could confiscate, confiscation avould 
be wholly unprofitable, and therefore unlikely 
to commend itself to Hitler and his advisers. 
With regard to the American order for the 
expulsion of German consular officials and 
‘other agencies, the German Government in 
8 vigorous protest to Washington declares 
‘hat this action on the part of the United 
Slatos was contrary to treaty rights, appar~ 
‘ently quoting the understanding on consular 
representation entered into between the two 
countries in 1023, 

Tf this is s0, the burden of the German 
protest is that one year’s denunciation of the 
‘weaty is necessary before it would become 
operative, and that the American Govern- 
ment by’ acting so summarily was doing 
something illegal. ‘The idea of the Germans 
‘appealing to the Iegalities of any question 
after the manner in which they have broken 
Areaties and generally indulged in an all 
round display of bad faith is, to say the 
east, amusing. Nevertheless it is typical. 
‘There is of course nothing in the contention. 
‘The validity of an agreement obviously de- 
pends upon the willingness of all parties. to 
it 0 observe its provisions, and in. using 
the German consular system in the United 
States for the fostering of subversive activi- 
tics constituted a breach which in itself justi- 
fied the American Government to look upon 
the agreement as no longer existent. 

‘The statement in the German note of 

. protest, that the Reich Government rejects 
the American accusations regarding the 
activities of German consuls in the United 
States as unfounded, is absurd in the light 
of the revelations which have been made as 
result of Congressional investigations 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
country. It is well known that the Germans 
have been spending millions in the United 
States subsidizing all manner of activities 
rejudicial to the interests of the United 
States. An attempt has been made to ereate 
‘Nazi centres in practically every city of im- 











portance in the country. Nazi organizations 
directly controlled from Berlin through the 
German consulates are to be found in every 
state, though in some cases they have al- 
ready been dealt with and forced to shut 
down. ‘The expulsion of the German con- 
sular system from the United States may be 
taken as a prelude of even firmer action, 
‘while the close supervision which is being 
maintained over the 330,000 German nation 
als there indicates that Washington is taking 
‘no chances, . 

‘These people are at present not being al- 
towed to leave the country pending further 
Instructions. They never may be. Obvious- 
ly the dispersion of such a large body of 
Nazi supporters into other American coun- 
tries would of itself be harmful, and it would 
oecasion no surprise if, as a final step before 
entering the war, accommodation were found 
for them in internment camps. President 
Roosevelt's cryptic reply to a question as to 
whether consuls of other nationalities had 
also been guilty of subversive activities — 
that “there was no news on that today,”—! 
hheld to suggest that other consuls may be 
similarly expelled. How far that is likely to 
be taken remains to be seen, but if it is 
shown that the consular system of other Axis 
Powers in the United States are equally as 
guilty as that of Germany, then the only. 
course open to Washington will be to treat 
them in exactly the same manner. ‘That may’ 
not come until later, but in any event would 
be a logical development of the existing 
situation, : 











CHURCHILL AND CRITICISM 
June 21. 

Mr. Churchill's decision to afford the House 
‘of Commons an opportunity to discuss the 
shipping question in a secret session shows 
his willingness to meet and deal with 
criticism, particularly on this subject con- 
cerning which much has .been sald. When 
‘approximately two months ago the secret 
debate upon supply problems was held, an 
opportunity was given for the airing of 
criticism of which full advantage was taken. 
Tt was then shown that there was no opposi- 
tion to Mr, Churchill in the House of 
Commons but rather a desire to stimulate 
the Government's efficiency in the war effort. 
‘The Prime Minister's undertaking, given 
during question time on Thursday, that he. 
would make a full statement on the shipping 
question, has started off a campaign favour- 
ing his relief from some of the onerous tasks 
which he has assumed since he accepted 
office. ‘There is a decided fecling that Mr. 
‘Churchill is endeavouring to handle too much 
detail, that he should relinquish the work’ 
fof Minister of Defence, and devote himself 
to leading a very small War Cabinet which 
would apply itself solely to supreme issues. 


‘The Prime Minister from the very moment 
he took over office commenced to render: 
magnificent service to the British cause. Not’ 
only has he proved a positive inspiration to 
the whole of the Empire and its Allies, but 
with the enormous ehergy he possesses has 
concerned himself with a considerable 
‘amount of work which could and should be 
left to others. Like many men of his calibre, 
Mr, Churchill very evidently believes that 
the way of doing a thing best Is to do it] 
himself, and as “The Times” very rightly 
says: “The nation has at its head an inspired’ 
ind inspiring Prime Minister, and the valu- 
able service he is rendering would become: 
even more valuable if he could be relieved! 
‘of some of the intolerable burdens he is] 
bearit 

‘Of the unassallability of Mr. Churchill's 
position there cannot be the slightest doubt. 
Standing head and shoulders aLove the men, 
‘around him, he commands the confidence of 
the entire Empire, and if anyone endeavoured 
to press the Prime Minister further than he 
was willing to go on war questions, there 
would be immediate opposition in favour of] 
the nation's acknowledged leader. ‘There is 
fa feeling that the services of Lord Beaver- 
brook could be better used as Mr. Churchill's 
deputy on all war production problems, for 
he also is a man of authority and more than 
the necessary drive, and, if he could be per- 
suaded to take over some of Mr. Churchill's 
work, the nation would be assured that it 
was in safe hands. His prowess as Minister 
for Alreraft Production clearly shows the 
stature of the man and his complete 
‘suitability as Mr, Churchill's somewhat 
Junior alter ego. Tt is possible to picture a 
‘War Cabinet within the present Ministry 
consisting of the Prime Minister, Lord 
Beaverbrook, Mr. Ernest Bevin and a re~ 
presentative of the Admiralty as the real 
controlling brain of Britain's war effort. 

That has been urged for some time past, 
and a realization of the burdens which rest 
upon Mr. Churchill's broad shoulders is 
‘making the case in favour of such a change 
all the stronger. That Mr, Churchill must 
be in complete control of policy cannot be 
gainsaid, It is believed that that control 
‘would be all the more secure if he were 
relieved of some of the work which he has 
voluntarily undertaken. If there are not 
men around him capable to taking some of 
it over from him,—and it is not suggested 




















for one moment that there are not,—then 
fothers who are capable must be found. But 





there Is plenty of driving force in the Cabinet 
as It is, at present constituted, though the 
question of its most efficient utilization does 
not yet appéar to have been solved. An all 
round sna te not fndlated an, neces 
though comparatively slight changes -migh 
relieve Mr. Churchill of the heavy strain 
which is being placed upon a man who has 
proved himself so valuable to the nation he 
‘so enthusiastically serves.

come of the war such men were told by H. B. 
the Ambassador, doubtless upon instructions 
from home, to stay at their posts. Not so very 
Jong ago that advice was changed and men 
of suitable age were appealed to to volun- 
ter. Despite the Ambassador's initial ad- 
viee there were men whose desire to' serve 
thelr country would not be denied, and young 
men, some of high position left Shanghal and 
China, even without any certainty that they 
would be accepted, or given commissions 
which so many of them deserved and have 
since obtained. 

‘The response to the Ambassador's second 
appeal has not been bad, It could be infinitely | 
better, ‘Today's correspondent states that to 
his knowledge that there are many young! 
Britons in Shanghai, whose presence here is 
not indispensable in the interests of the Em- 
pire, and who should be taking a more active 
part in its defence. There is reason to be- 
eve that that allegation is correct. It is 
impossible to believe that there are many. 
men in the twenties who occupy in China 
positions which they must continue to hold 
in the interests of Great Britain and the Em- 
pire. If there are any at all they must be 
somewhat in the nature of infant prodigies 
who have made their way in commerce at 
marvellous rate. There is more reason to 
believe with the writer of the letter in ques~ 
tion that they are occupying junior positions 
which could very well be taken over by. 
‘women for the duration. . 

‘Perhaps there are some conscientious ob 
Jectors. Conscientious objection is very often 
merely a phase of youth. Already many who 
adopted that pose in Britain have ultimately 
found themselves in the fighting units be- 
cause of what they have seen. If there are 
any in China they may rest assured that to 
the end of their days they will regret it if 
they are not able to say that in this titanic 
struggle they did thelr part, ‘There are thou~ 
sands of men throughout the Empire who for 
fone reason or another,—many because the 
Government found it necessary to use their 
services other than in the army and navy,— 
who labour under a continual regret that 
they were unable to fight the enemy. ‘They 
are told that by standing and waiting they 
‘were doing thelr part, but that is poor con- 
solation to those whose age now. prevents 
‘them from doing what they would wish.

‘Yet _men of fairly advanced years, who) 
have: been acceptable by reason of technical

from this ‘struggle? And “how; will that. 

‘There are throughout 
the various theatres of war young Britons 
holding their manhoods dear, vindicating 
their right to the proud title of Briton, realiz~ 
ing the high privilege of being able to risk 
their lives in the defence of everything that 
free men hold dear. ‘The question of British 
youth in this part of the world is purely one 
Of conscience.

GERMANY v. RUSSIA 
June 23. 

Confirmatiox’ being forthcoming from 
Zurich of the stories carried by American 
broadcasting companics that Germany had 
declared war on the USSR. Hitler appears 
to have committed the latest and most.im- 
posing of his perfidies, Less than two years 
‘ago, when preparing for war in Europe he. 
signed a non-aggression pact with Soviet 
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Russia, ‘That was for the purpose of ensur= 
ing that'In the war whlch he contemplated 
thrusting upon. the. Continent he would not, 
have to face the problem of Aghting on two 
fronts. Following the signature of that pact, 
fon August 23, 1939, but a few days had to 
pass before the onslaught on Poland was com- 
‘menced. Russia. was. permitted to have. a 
share in the spolls by taking over the eastern. 
half of Poland, Jater she was to have her 
war with Finland, and also to, grab the 
Baltic States which were incorporated into 
the Soviet Union against the wishes of the 
unfortunate people. Later M, Stalin was 
cozened into surrendering Russian influence in 
the Balkan states, and, now that Hitler has 
obtained oll that’ he possibly could out. of , 
Soviet Russia, that country.is the latest to 
be attacked, 

Despite the prevalence of many. reports as 
to what has been going on between Germany 
and Russia during the past week or so, little 
authentic information has been made avall- 
able as to exactly what are the issues be 
tween the two countries which has led. to 
this development. It will be, remembered 
that under the various agreements between 
Germany and Russia, the latter was to supply 
the former. with substantial quantities of 
foodstuffs and oil. It has been notorious tor 
the past two years that Russia has not been 
supplying all that Hitler would like to have 
had, “That was chiefly because Russia needed. 
all: the food and oil she produced to meet 
her own needs and comparatively speaking 
only token amounts have been going forward. 
to Germany. It has been reported that Hit 
Jer has made demands for increases of these 
supplies, requiring that instead of the barter 
basis of exchange which has prevailed up 
to the present, Russia should be content with, 
the credit system which would mean the ac~ 
cumulation of frozen credits in Berlin and the 
loss of Russian goods. ‘ 

It is possible that by the time these lines 
appear in print the German, Finnish and 
Rumanian forces will have ‘commenced. to 
cross the Russian western -borders from the 
Arctic to the Black Sea, What resistance 
the Russians will be able to offer, and what 
4ts quality will be remains to be seen, though 
it is possible that the very formidable Rus- 
sian alr force may give Goering something 
seriously to think about, The quality shown 
by the Russian troops in the border clashes 
in the Far East and in Finland doesnot 
suggest that thete is any certainty of thelr 
being able to hold up the, German advance, 
but the Russian army is an unknown quantity 
that it is possible, though scareely probable, 
that it may be able to administer some un- 
pleasant surprises for Hitler and his satel- 
lites. ‘That, of course, remains to be seen, 
though the’ danger-of'a revolution in Rus 
sia weakening’ the chances of a successful 
resistance to the German invasion is always 
possibility which will have to be borne 
in mind, 

‘One thing should be remembered. Not 
only are the corn and metals of the Ukraine 
necessary to Hitler for the conduct of a 
prolonged war, but British: alr action over 
Germany makes it necessary for him ,to 
fake his war industries further afteld. ‘In. 
the heart of the Ukraine he should be com-

FALL OF DAMASCUS

serves behind his battle front. ‘The news 
that the Vichy forces are taking up positions 
outside the capital may mean that General 
Dentz will make a stand in an attempt to 
stem the further advance of the British and 
the Free French forces, but it is doubtful 
whether he will be able to arrest the various 
\"S ‘golimns which are moving towards different 
“., objectives:in Syria. ‘The British and French 
column’ advaneing along the coast. towards 
.-Belrut appears for the moment to have been, 
held’ up'by the firmness of the Vichy: resist- 
‘ance, but the capture of Damascus, and the 
expected further advance of-the invaders 
northwards of the city may eventually prove 
‘potent: factor in forcing the Vichy troops 
along the coast to fall back. 
Jn the meantime a British column is still 
‘working ts way towards Aleppo, and the

fall. of the major Syrian cities in the hands 
the Allies will write finis to Vichy rem 
sistance in this part of the world.

INVASION OF RUSSIA 
_ June 24. 
‘The comparative inactivity 6t the German. 
‘air force over Great Britain during the last 
six weeks now stands fully explained by 
Hiller’s crowning act of treachery—undeclar- 
fed war upon Soviet Russia. Large German 
forces were concentrating tor this big move 
ment, and in thelr support the greater portion 
of.the Luftwaffe is to be used. What Hitler 
contemplates isa” Blitzkrieg against the 
Sovlet which he apparently hopes to complete 
in the remaining few ‘weeks before the 
‘autumn rains reduce the hard plains of 
‘western Russia to areas completely unsuitabl 
for mechanized warfare. It is the desperate 
bid of a desperate man for he is throwing 
hhis all into a struggle for the raw materials 
of Russia without which he cannot hope to 
‘ght the long war which Britain always pro- 
mised him, and which he now fully realizes 
he has to face. Hitler's explanations as to 
why he decided to attack Russia, the weal, 
© absurd attempts at justification will deceive 
='no one, It is to be doubted if he ever thought 
they would, though probably he hopes they 
will be convincing enough to persuade the 
German ‘people to accept this latest exten 
sion of the war with*some degree of com- 
placeney,  ~ 

It is early yet to endeavour to figure out 
how the German plans are likely to develop. 
The most obvious courses which the German 
hhigh command may be expected to adopt 
seem to be a move round the Black Sea to 
the Caucasus for the oilfelds there, a drive 
_ through the centre towards Moscow, and 
third one northwards along the shores of the 
+ Baltie Sea with the idea of wresting control 
+ "of the stretch of water from Stalin who so 
neatly secured it in his movements last year. 
‘Turning from what may be only local aspects 
of the now struggle the tonclusion to be drawn 
4s that Hiller also seeks to break British 
communications with the Far East by land, 
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‘which would seem capable of being carried 
out once the Germans entered Iraq and Iran. 
He has got-a long’ way to go to do it, and 
much may happen before,—if ever,—he does. 
Naturally there must be very considerable 
speculation as to what chances Russia has 
of successfully resisting the German invasion, 
During the last few years little has come out 
of Russia regarding the development of her 
services, What slight information did leak 
out then suggested that the Russians were 
creating a strong army and air force, but 
there is nothing available to suggest that 
the Russians have kept pace with the 
developments in mechanized warfare which 
haye changed so greatly since Hitler first 
commenced to build up his armies. Never- 
theless, Russia has enormous manpower at its 
Gisposal much of which is fully trained. Some 
anxiety must naturally be felt concerning 
the command in view of the several purges 
‘which have removed so many officers with 
actual war experience. Apart from that the 
chances are that Russia is comparatively 
better prepared for the struggle now, even 
making full allowances for supposed failure 
to keep up to date, than she was when she 
entered the last war. She can place vast 
humbers of men in every theatre of her long 
front, while undoubtedly there is a definite 
advantage in the fact that she ean withdraw 
her armies over a tremendous depth of 
country and still find resources and bases. 
It is something of a paradox that Hitler 
should have forced Soviet Russia into align 
ment with the democracies, and one of the 
problems which Great Britain and her Allies 
will have to solve is how best to assist this 
new and obviously unwilling adherent to 
their ranks. ‘The increasingly-effective blows 
which Great Britain is inflicting upon Ger- 
man war industrial centres suggests one 
method of assistance. It may be possible to 
give Russia considerable technical help, but 
it is doubtful whether, at any rate for the 
moment, either Great Britain or the United 
States will be able to extend much aid in 
war materials. It is best to take as level 
a view of this latest development as possible. 
‘The invasion of Russia is no severe blow 
to Britain and her Allies at the moment, On 
the other hand it subjects the German war 
machine to a strain which may prove to be 
very considerable indeed, while the Jengthen- 
Ing of the German lines of communication 
through hostile countries may in itself prove 
to'be another source of ultimate weakness, 


HITTING BACK 
: June 24. 

It is reported that American commentators, 
speaking of the havoc caused in Berlin by 
British ait-raids, say it is now impossible to 
‘walk in any direction in the German capital 
without seeing buildings wholly or partly 
destroyed. They say that the effect of the 
bombing on moral is devastating. It was 
not so long ago that Mr. Churchill promised 
that the Germans should ultimately have 
taste of their own medicine, and, while, be- 
‘cause of the circumstances, it is impossible 
to obtain direct information as fo what is 
happening in Germany under the force of the 
Blows of the RAF. Air Commodore RV. 
Goddard in a broadcast last April just over 
ftwvo months ago, be it remembered, was able 
to say — 

‘We se our bombers on the offensive. 
defensive. We have got to hit those things In 
Germany’ which wilt harm us most, tings 
Which "we can reach with an econemy of 
force. In pursuing this poliey, our bombing 
thas, of course, wrought untold havoc in Ger~ 
mah towns. ‘Over one hundred towns in 
Germany have “felt the shock of planned 
attacks. ‘Tens. of thousands of homes. maybe 
hundreds of thousands, have been destroyed 
or made uninhabitable. There's no. galneaying 
iat. Kiel, Hamburg, Emden, ‘Bremen and 
‘Mannheim, Dusseldorf, Hanover, Cologne and 
others are’ extensively’ ruined. No doubt that 
State of affairs in. Germany Is having. an 
fffect of its own. That's war as the Germens 
Understand it, 

How does information supporting ‘this view 
get out? Naturally when RAF. pilots re- 
port dropping thelr bombs on certain cities, 
especially the latest most powerful British 
‘missiles, it may be taken for granted that con- 
siderable damage is inflicted. But there are 
people in Germany who manage to get in- 
formation out, despite the censorship. Thus 
some idea of what ruin which had been in- 
Aicted upon Hamburg, was given in a letter 
written by a South American in which he 
sald “Hamburg’s as normal as Chillan was 
in 1939." Chillan is a town in Chile which 
was devastated in the course of an earth- 
quake in January, 1939, when several thou- 
sands of the population lost their lives.

Despite what sickly sentimentalists may say 
about it all, there can be nothing but satis- 
faction that the R.A. is handing out to the 
Germans some of their own treatment. There 
is no necessity to gloat over the fact, as the 
Nazis have, over the damage they have in- 
flicted upon British towns, but the knowledge 
that Britain is striking back, and talking to 
the Germans in the only language which they 
understand,—that of retaliation,—must prove 
satisfactory to those who have stood up un- 
der the biows of the German air foree in a 
manne? which has earned the admiration of 
the whole world. The report of the Ameri- 
can commentators that the effect of British 
bombing upon the moral of the Germans is 
devastating needs to be accepted with some 
caution. Tt would be foolish to believe that 
the Germans individually are not as brave 
as any other race, but they are undoubtedly 
handicapped by the years of malnutrition 
during which butter was sacrificed for guns 
and it is here that the bombing of the British 
‘will have its greatest moral effect. 
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tions, on account of their technical training, 
would be extremely difficult to fll, and whose 
absence might affect seriously the oMetency 
‘of some business which comes under the head- 
ing of natiénal  importanee, If, however, 
the answers to these questions’ are suelt 
that would-be recruit feels he must volun~ 
eer, then he should lose no time in submitting 
himself to the recruiting office, where he will 
bbe physically tested and on ‘assessment will 
bbe made of the value he may be in the fighting 
forces.

1f a man is suilable, his application 
will be referred to the proper authorities; it 
he is considered unsultable, he hay nothing to 
be ashamed of, having offered himself in’ the 
serviee of his country, Ho can be assured ‘Hat 
his application will receive careful considera- 
tlon. even though this may take time, Delay 
should not discourage the real patriot, 

















More Bibles 

Tt is very Interesting fo note from the annual 
report of the Natiouat Bible Society of Scot- 
nna, what the demand for the Seriptures hay 
Ineréased in ‘China during last year, instead 
of having diminished, as might have boon ex- 
ected from the dificulties of transportation 
and from the division of the country into oc- 
eupied and ‘unoceupied afeas. In 1040 165,010, 
more Bibles, ‘Testaments. and portions were 
Gistributed. than in 1099. When it is considered 
that one of the prineipai routes to the interior, 
through Indochina, ‘was closed during’ the 
year, the result Is remarkable. In spite of the 
roubles through which the Chinese people are 
passing, there seems fo be an increasing de- 
fisand for the Scriptures. Or perhaps It is be- 
feause of these troubles, that the Word of com- 
fort is s0 welcome. In’ addition to the horrors 
of war, China again suffered from the flooding 
Jot the’ Yellow. Miver, destroying homes -and 
Fuining crops, with a” result that. thousands’ of 
Chinese perished. Tn other parts of the country 
the population suffered from drought, and the 
political situation in many eases prevented. the 
ftsual relief organizations from functioning. In 
the stricken ‘areas.

Position on the part of some Japanese 10 the 
spread of Christianity. inthe. Interior. ‘The

‘Transportation 
will be arranged and Germany's for 
clgn representatives will supply 
ivavel costs If necessary. 

In the circular it is emphasized 
that the return to the Reich will be 

lowed only to those whose German, 
nationality has definitely been estab- 
ished. 

‘Meanwhile, the question of depar- 
ture of German women gives rise to 
certain problems. For instance, re~ 
garding the children of a divorced 
Netherlands father and a German 
mother. If the Jatier is desirous of 
returning to the Releh, the Court of 
Justice hay decided that the children 
Thowld remain with the father, cone 
eldering that it cannot be expected 
that a ehild of Netherlands national 
iy will get a Dutch education in 
Germany—Reuter.

After preliminary ques- 
Uoning, the man. was handed over 
to the Western Area police. in whose 
distrlet the crime had actually been 
committed. Another man, believed to 
hhave been implicated by the arrested 
gunman, was said to have been taken 
nto custody ‘later’ in the morning. 

‘The murdered police oMcer, it was 
learned, was proceeding with his 
wife, whom he was taking. to the 
Hospital for treatment, in his ear 
and the vehicle had Just turned trom 
‘Yu Yuen Road, where the late Mr.

Slow  sitike. Relations between the 
employers and employees are reported 
by. the new régime’s press to have 
Improved and hope is expressed that 
the dispule may be soon settted. 

It will be recalled that the rice 
shop employees recently demanded an 
Increase. of their wages and allow: 
tunces to seven times what they earned 
prior to the war. Their employers 
Fefusel to give in and the dispute 
was eventually referred to the new 
Fégime's officials in charge of lnbour 
Gisputes. Some strikers were arrest- 
‘ed and brought to court where they 
were charged and punished. ag they 
were involved in a number of In- 
timidation attempts in which they 
trled to force those who had not 
joined the strike to do so immediate. 
ly. Chinese circles are paying close 
atiention to the dispute. since it Is 
feared that it may eventually cause 
lee shop managers to pay more and 
to Increase prices, 








Situation Stable

Janusz Kusocinsk, famous Polish 
long-distance runner, who won the 
10.000 metres ‘championship in the 
Olympic Games at Los Angeles in 
1992, has been tortured to death by 
the’ Gestapo. according to news 
reaching Polish circles here, 
Kusocinski, like hundreds of other

‘The Fascinating Druses 


To the Ealtor of the

‘Sm—With vivid interest Ihave 
followed the events’ in Syria because 
Tknow the country and the people, 
really “the many peoples” there, 
pretty well: For me it was not only, 
Bee "guesion whether. the French 
troops woul it still more on| 
which side the fighting peoples of 
[Syria would stand, the peoples of the 
‘deserts and of the mountains. Be~ 
‘sides the French troops there are in 
‘Syria two fighting forces: the Be-| 
douins—the “Arabs of the deserts, 
‘often called “the men of the black 
tents"—and the who live for| 
the greater part in Jebel Druse(the| 
‘Mountains of the Druses). 

‘Of the tribes living in’ the Syrian 
desert the Ruwalla is ‘one of the 
‘mightiest. Their chiet was, and is 
erhaps still, Nuri Shaalan, a man 
‘with big influence in the desert, T. E. 
Lawrence mentions him several 
times in his “Seven Pillars of | Wis-| 
dom,” but there was something funny 
about Nuri Shaalan. “Lawrence met 
hhim for the first time in 1917 and 
speaks about him as “an old man, 
Tsaw him for the first time in 1031 
‘ang found him not so old. "He. still 
rode like a young man. ‘Therefore I 
should mot wonder if he Is still a 
‘reat chieftain of the Bedoulns. If he 
is no more, then his eldest son suc~ 
ceeded him, as was already decided 
in 1901. 

‘Most of the Ruwalla, and also Nuri 
Shaalan and his sons,’ belong to the 
Mohammedan sect of the Wahabites, 
of which King Ibn Saud of Hedjaz 
and Nedjed is the religious chief. One| 

the sons of this king is married 
to a daughter of Nurl Shaalan, 
Family relation and religious rel 
tlon (through the sect of the Waha~_ 
bites) bring the Ruwalla together 
‘with King Tbn Saud, and. therefore, 
i was to Be expected ina the Ruwala 
would not fight agai 
‘and in favour of the Axis. 

hn Saud does not at all lke Italy. 
In 1994 Ton Saud had to ght the: 
Imam of Yemen, but behind the Imam

‘The Druses are the best warriors 
fn Syria, and it is remarkable that 
their warriors Gehals) are painted 
Uke girls. Their courage is unsur~ 
Dassed, as the French learned about 
1925. ‘The Druses were then in re- 
volt, and the French had to send tens; 
‘Of thousands of troops to fight the 
“painted” warriors, 

‘A French newspaper stated 
week that the revolt of 1925 was in- 
stigated by the British, ‘That Is not 
true. The revolt was the con. 
equence ot the, full of 8 French 
‘ofeer. Somebody sought for 
French authorities “had found hos-| 
pitality in the house of a distinguished 
Druse. ‘The French wished to arrest 
the man there, but the Druso refused 
to allow this" because it would be 
against the law of hospitality which 
is always respected by the Druses to| 
the “ulmost, ‘The French officer, 
nevertheless, ordered his soldiers.

‘The Governor In Jebel 
‘Druse was at that time that wonder- 
ful man and old-style French officer, 
General Clement de Grancourt, who 
was adored by the Druses. ‘They are’ 
warriors and he was a warrior. 
In the Mrst World War ‘he fought 
as a colonel at Verdun, About 
seven years ago he left the 
army, When this war broke out} 
hhe asked to be put again into active 
service, but this was refused because 
he had attained the age limit, With 
the help of papers on which his age 
‘was changed and he was made ten 
years younger (and he scemed ten 
years Younger) he succeeded in be~ 
ing accepted as a private soldier, and 
he ‘fought asa soldier. Came he 
Back? Did he die at the front? I 
d0 not know. 

“After General Clemont de Grun- 
court left the Jebel Druse, the French 
there made some mistakes, small mis~ 
fakes "perhaps, but big mistakes in 
the eyes of the Druses, so the Druses 
weleomed the British and the (roops 
‘of de Gaulle, and did not fight—but 
this nobody could be sure of at the 
‘beginning. 

‘However, the Druses will not be 
pleased with the promise of indepen« 
fence to Syria. They know they are 
{oo small a community themselves to 
be independent alone. To live in an 
Independent Syria would “not be 
agreeable to them, because the people 
‘of Syria are in he great majority 
‘Mohammedan, and the Mohammedans 
see in the religion of the Druses the 
‘Most’ dreadful heresy. Under the 
‘Turks, before the frst World War, the 
Druses were terribly persecuted and 
they fear that in an Independent 
Syria those bad times would come 
ack. 

"The French plan for an independent 
‘Syria was one of the principal reasons 
why the Druses changed thelr attitude 
to France.

FORMIDABLE HOME GUARD 


By O, M,-Greex 


‘The Home Guard detachment which cele- 
prated its frst birthday by mounting guard 
at Buckingham Palace contained five of the 
palace servants, two chartered accountants, 
A managing director and a parson. The 
Gevelopment of the Home Guard even to 
the’ untutored eye has been remarkable. 
Good uniforms, coats and solid boots came 
fairly eatly ; then followed the discreet push 
Ing out of ‘well-intentioned muddlers who 
got themselves into positions of authority. 
From merely nightly patrolling, done some- 
what haphazardly, the Home Guard's duties 
hhave-developed into elaborate practice in re- 
pelling every kind of invasion’ that may oc~ 
Cur. Large supplies of the most up-to-date 
aveapons, are now being distributed and from 
Maj.-Gen. Eastwood's Directorate, parties of 
officers and N.C.O's are sent round the coun= 
fry giving Instruction and advice. Each unit 
acts in its ‘own district, but the lalson be~ 
{ween districts Js carefully fostered. Taken 
fall in all the Home Guard is becoming as 
formidable. a force of volunteer defence as 
‘any country has ever possessed. 

Lord Woolton, the Food Minister, has col- 
lected an army’ of private detectives—they 
fare said really to look: like ordinary citizens 
‘and not to give themselves away by wearing 
Yegulation police boots—and has sent them 
out to track down the food speculators. The 
famp in non-rationed foods is undoubtedly 
very serious and has caused -great public 
‘anger.

“The only result was a blast from the Food 
Ministry, charging the Committee with “im- 
proper conduct,” in making these tacts 
Known, ‘This Is the sort of thing which justl- 
fies all the hard words said about perman- 
ent departments. One concludes that, the 
oMlcials of the Food Ministry took the Com~ 
ittee’s revelations as a slur upon -them- 
selves ; and it is, of course, far more import 
dnt that officals should appear impeccable 
than that the public should buy their food at 
proper prices. z 

‘The Ministry has been repeitedly urged 
to license retailers, so that only those who 

tin. food stuffs before the war should 
be able to do so now. There is good ground 
for believing that numbers of people have 
pushed into the food racket who would 
Beaveely know a tin of soup from a tin-tack. 
In the ‘early days of the war, some of them 
‘bought up all the supplies they could lay: 
hands on and are now cashing in. tt is also 
pretty well known that a sort of blackmail 
of shopkeepers goes on; with a small supply 
fof what they do want, they are compelled to 
buy a large supply of something they don't. 
But it is hard to got them to give evidence 





























for fear the food racketeers should cut off 
supplies of everything, 
‘These latter gentry ‘are very difficult to 





nab, Now and then people read of some 
Wreiched shopkeeper bein punitively fined 
for selling a tin of marmutade for a penny 
or.so more than it should be. But the big 
gamblers remain invisible. Fumbling at- 
tempts by the Ministry to protect the public 
by fixing prices merely result in the disap- 
pearance of the article in question. Of course 
the rationing of foods should have been en- 
forced on a far wider scale many months 
ago. ‘This was not done, and hence the 
scandal revealed by the North Midlands Com- 
mittee, the affronted dignity of the Food 
officials and the fleecing of the public. 

Apropos of the curious story that Hitler, 
whose belief in astrology is well known, had 
begun to look with evil eyes on Hess be- 
cause the latter warned him that the stars

ALONG THE HIGHWAYS 


‘June 12.—~Many of us confine our frult-grow- 
ing-activities to the cultivation of a few Straw. 
berry plants or to the growing of a few “PI-p3,” 
Persimmon, and Chinese Date-plum trees 
which thrive in pur gardens and produce 
‘edible fruit with little care. Peaches are also 
to be seen in many places, but the fruit is, 
Renerally speaking, not edible: the trees being 
grown for the byautitul display of flowers 
Which they provide in the Spring. However, 
there are @ few {ruit-growing enthusiasts here 
who refuse to be satisfied with the more com- 
mon kinds and who work hard to obtain some- 
thing different and better. Most of these peo- 
ple have gardens in the country districts, away 
from the smoke-laden almosphere of the city: 
but we visited a garden the other day, located 
‘on Avenue Foch, about two miles trom the 
Bund and found a real orchard, full of all kinds 
of frult trees. We never expected to find such a 
Targe number of trees thriving so well within a 
few yards of a very busy thoroughfare and the 
Indy responsible for thelr maintenance is to be 
congratulated on the results she has oblained. 
What she has succeeded in doing would have 
been a diffcult task in any clty; but here, 
where climatic conditions are not conducive 
to the successful growing of fruit, it is really 
remarkable how she has persuaded the trees 
to bear frult so. prolidcally. Tt is interesting to 
note, however, that the younger trees are find. 
Ing it dimeutt’ to become established; it iy dit= 
‘cult to prevent them going to “Wood.” Many’ 
of the trees are 25 years of age and a huge Ag 
ree close to the road was simply covered with 
frult when we saw It: nearby, there are dozens 
‘of peaches and apples, some bearing better 
than others. Over 1,300’ paper bags have been. 
used to protect the’ peaches from the ravages 
t pests this year; each frulf has its own 
‘Tapanese apples are fruiting along~ 
‘ide trees of American origin (polities being: 
tabooed in the garden), and numerous peat 
were noticed. Leaving the enclosed orehard, we 
passed along a row of grape vines, neatly tied 
to bomboo frames: there were many varieties, 
some from Welhaiwel, others of local origin 
‘and. others from the Peking area, The black 
varieties give the best results, the “whites” re- 
fusing to ripen properly; a small: red variety, 
however, gives excellent results. The garden= 
ers were busy giving the vines a taste of the 
Health Department “Tankage” while we we 
thete: this fertilizer appears to be quite a good 
all-round one. Close fo the 
noticed a collection of Ags: 
Chine and local, all were heavy with frult. A 
few apple trees nearby were covered with 
‘small frults that will eventually be used for 
making the ever-popular apple jelly and 
Several white Peking pears were very much 
at home, ‘There were two varieties of this 
sweet and juley frult. We also noticed several 
fpecial shrubs in the garden that we hope to 












































reminded me that one of our leading ornitholog~ 
Ists has found a-novel use for an apple tree in 
hig garden: he uses it as a feeding ground for 
wild birds. “Strings” of ground nuts (Arachis 
hypogaea) ‘hang from its branches while hur 
p-like containers hold seeds for 
‘of birds which may prefer them. 
Fruit is generally left alone until later in the 
season; perhaps the gentleman has taught his 
feathered friends to leave them alone or if may 
be that birds dislike “tummy” aches. We were 
not afraid of any of the dire consequences sup~ 
posed to be connected with the eating of local 
Droduce when we were enjoying white rasp 
berries ina "Holly Heath” garden last weelc : 
the frult was delicious and those who still in. 
sist that berries cannot be successtully grown, 
here, are advised to try again, Raspberries are 
not ‘grown In many local gardens. but there 
fare plenty in the “Holly Heath” estate, Red, 
white and black varieties were noticed of 
‘ag many other kinds of bush frult, The black 
variety is a prolific eropper and a vigorous 
grower: it is possible to mistake it, a¢ first 
‘lance, for a blackberry; but it is distinguished 
from ‘that berry by” ite druplets separating 
easily {rom the dry core. Blackberries do not 
Separate so easily ‘and the core is invariably 
Tett inside the fruit. Some of our local horficul~ 
turists have been very successful in thelr at. 
fempts at pomiculture and we often wonder 
‘why greater interest is not taken in that branch 
‘of gardening. On looking over some old corres. 
Pondence, we find that attempts were made in 
1913 to get the public more Interested in the 
growing of frult, Mr. Little reported at that 
time that he hod enjoyed considerable success 
with raspberries apd blackberries, but that he 
had found great diMieulty in the moter of 
Insect pests on fruit trees. Mr. Drummond re~ 
ported success with apples, but a complete 
falure as far as peaches and nectarines were 
concerned. The Rev. J. R. Hykes and Mr. Mac- 
Eacteran also had excellent results with bush 
fruit and vines. An estimate of the angual cost 
‘of upkeep of seven mow of land for use as a 
feult farm was complied at the time and it is} 
interesting to note that the total cost was only 
$500, The rent of the land was shown as $15 
per mow per year and labour at $20 per month. 
Today the Hungjao people are asking as much 
‘ag $300 per mow per year! Mr, Eckard, one of 
Shanghal's foremost nurserymen in 1813, did. 
not agree wilh the recommendations made by. 
the committee appointed to investigate fruit. 
growing and his report was very pessimistic. 
fie slated that strawberries were a failure 
becatise “not a single plant survived the second 
year” ‘This berry is never expected to bear 
Trult the second year, however, runners from 
the parent plants being always planted in June 
for the following year's crop. Mr. Eckardt also 
found  gooseberries a “decided failure," ‘but! 
he agreed that raspberries, blackberries 
‘and allied American berries have shown good 
results, It would appear that his objections to 






































fufure’ experiments with fruit were based 
jsolely on the fact that it could be purchased 


cheaper than grown. ‘This objection should 
have been overruled, for do not most of us do 
a “spot” of gardening for the pleasure we 
derive from it and not with any thought of 
profi? ‘There ts. therefore, no reason why we 
should not grow more frult—w..K, 

June 18—The “Pink Siris” (Abiscla Jull. 
brisiy) has been in full flower for the past 
few days, a little earlier than usual. This is a 
‘beautiful’ tree, and so graceful. Flowers are 
borne in clusters and as they are produced in 
‘abundance, the trees look very picturesque {rom 
‘distance: the attractive compound foliage 
loses at dusk and the fact that the tree is 
allied to the Acacia, is perhaps the reason why 
It is always referred to locally as a Mimosa, We 
were recently admiring a charming colour com- 
bination in an Avenue Halg garden: a group 
of gatdeniay was planted under the shade of 
several “Mimosa” ‘trees, while nearby. there 
wos a cirevlar bed gay with blue Salvia in full 
ower. On the other side of the tree was a 
bbed of golden Cannas and another planted with 
varlous varieties of Antirrhinums, in front. The 
lovely green of the lawn between the beds and 
the numerous shades to be seen in the foliage 
fof the trees in rear, contributed their share to 
‘2 most delightful picture. During the winter of 
1999/40, the “Mimosa” trees were pollarded 
right down to the main stem .and graceful 
branches, over ten fect in length, were pro- 
duced in 1940. Very little pruning.’ beyond the 
thinning ouf of superfluous branches, was c 
ried out last winter,"and this year we are re- 
‘eelving the benefit of the treaiment: the trees 
have been kept within bounds, the follage Is 
clean and healthy and the flowers are {00 
humerous to count, The strong-growing species 
of Yucca may be too coarse for some people 
‘and relegated to the boundary fences, but we 
feannot agree with this opinion.,We admit that 
the species seen so often here, is lable to be- 
leome untidy after a few years, but a group. 
{does produce Immense clusters of flowers on 
{all stems that cannot fail to be admired. Old 
plants do become leggy and fall over | the

Ma KF, sat on a bamboo rail and was doing 
the teaching: Pa was performing that apparent 
ly impossible feat of “standing still” in the air 
to look for fish below him (there being no trees 
handy for his purpose)....his wings whicring 
lke “those of a Hummingbird: suddenly he 
dropped with a flop into the water...missed his 
fish..-sat on a stone and cussed for a few 
moments...then made a catch and took his 
fish fo the bamboo rail where his family sat. 
(Note that Kingfishers cannot swallow a fish 
sideways... must be “end-on” to be swallow- 
‘ed and thai is the difficult part). Pa slapped his 
fish on the rail till it wag dead and ceased to 
wriggle—then dropped it into the water while 
‘Ma told Little Willie to dive for it....he did 
‘and. the fish being lifeless, managed to {urn it 
round and swallow it, And so the game went 
fon until Little Willie, spying a passing fish, 
dived in and caught "it...and managed (0 
ilow it without any’ heip. “Hurrah!” yelled 
“there's one of the little blighters off 
‘my hands af last" ....at least, she would have 
sald this if she had felt as T felt watching her 
patient efforts: but being a female she prob. 
ably had a good ery about it instead—rs.w.

wading bird, greenishegrey, hunting for some 
unknown delicacy in the shallows: thiy set me 
off on a quite exeiting hunt, for light is a tricky 
thing and this bird would not conform to the 
size-and colour of any local bird: three times 
I flushed it, from one end of the creek fo the 
‘other, until In a corner where two or three 
Garbage chutes sullied the water. a gleam of 
sunlight shone on the stranger and revealed it 
fas the Little Green Heron which I have, once 
before referred to under its mysterious Amet 
can name of “Shikepoke.” Thus did the stop- 
ping of a clock give me a most interesting 
motning: so perhapy it is fortunate that I am 
no Ronald Colman—z.s.v.
